tion of the Cherokees that augurs bad 
vad such as can conduce nothing to their 
weace, their dignity. or perinanent pros-~ 
verity. la contemplating the revol:ing 
orcture that these frequent acts of blood 
shed, crime and dissipstion presen's, of » 
portion of the Cherokees, and that of but 
a small portion; two inquiries arise. whet 
‘re the causes of the vices existing ¢ 
mongst the Cherokees? aod what 
remel es? 

The incrrase of immortality amongs' 
tve Cherokees commenced several yvear- 
pick, and has its origin in the 
nie circumstances that surrounded thee 
h mos. Before the policy of removing 
'o the went, nll the Indians indigenous to 
the east of the Mississippi river, had ex- 
tended its iron hand to the Cherokees 
‘heir eeneral condition was happy and 
promising. Their rights were geverally 
weli protected. They feit secure in their 
persons add posscesions, and enjoyed 
pexce ard contentment. Avai them- 
<e'v 8 of this gracious state of affairs, so 
‘ndis; @ isib'e to the moral and intelloctaal 
a -me:.t of all communities, whother 
whieorrd rapidly improved. 

Their condition was Changing, as it 
were, by some magic influence. The 
lanestic arts began to flourish Indu«

agement. The reduction of their lan 
gusge into a writen one, enabled distant 
friends to commune one with the other 
while the weekly newpaper conveved 
instruction and amdsement to the inmate 
himblest log eabbin.

lerer—who converted churches into grog 

hops—who flooded the country with

Amil all these trving circumstances, 
rnd horrible influences, the great o! 
Cheroke+s remained uncorrupted and 
incarruptable. Bact aet so with al’. 
Chere were exceptions; some were charm 
do bv glittering silver, some beeeme 
ramblers. come drunkards, some idlers. 
‘nd others were seduced from the p»t. 
virwe and innocence. Fom among 
the<e list enumerated, may be foud some 
depraved but un‘ortunute beings, who 
while indulging the habits and vices im- 
ybed-icom the whites, commit the crimes 
that are OcCursing iu our country. 

Other soure of crime may be found 
ils», in the traffic in ardeut spirits on the 
frontier. aniinthe reckless. infractory 
spirit diflused omong certain classes by 
‘he singular importance that is permitied 
ihroud, toattach to the restless, mercena~ 
rv functions that creep into existence 
lubbed as the chiefs, head~men, &c., of 
this and that party among the Chero 
kees.

HUDSON BAY COWPANY. 


The Cleveland Plain Dealer gives the 
following sketch of the above named 
company. As Oregon iv embraced in it 
copy for the benefit of all concerned. 


“A houdred and forty yenrs ago, or 
more, Charles II. chartered the *Hud- 
son’s Bay Comrany, ond gave it exclu- 
sive privileges of establifhing trading fac 
tories on Hudson's Bay and its tributary 
rivers [1 took possession of the territory 
and enjoyed its trade, without opposition. 
ull 1787, when a rival company—the 
North American Fur Company of Cana- 
da—sprung up. This latter was com- 
posed eotirely of Cunadians, and was 
nated for its energy and enterprise. The 
jealousies naturally arrising between ri- 
vals, led to the most barbs:ous ba:ties, 
and the sacking and burning each other's 


‘In 1821, Parliament interfered and 
consolidated them i: to one. under the ti:le 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company. They 
occupy & Vast monopoly. All the Brit. 
ish possessions north of the Cunnadas to 
the Arctic Ocean, are their hunting and 
trapping grounds. They have Icased for 
twenty years from 1840, al of Ru-sixn 
America, except tho post of S.tka. ‘Thus 
this powerful Company control more 
than one-night of the soil of the globe. 
Its capitslisis are in England, and its 
board of mansgers transact their bust- 
ness at the Hudson’s Bay I[louse, in 
Londun, This board buy all the gonds, 
and ship them to the territory —sell the 
furs, and transact all the affairs of the 
company, except the actual business of 
soilecting furs in their territory. Th 
anoval value of their peltries is adout a 
million of doilars. The net profit of the 
fur trade is immense. The shares of thx 
company’s stock, which origina'ly cst 
one hundred pounds, are at one hundred 
per cent. premium, and the dividends 
range from ten per cent. upwérds)and 
this. too, while they are creatiog an im- 
mense fund, to be expended in keeping 
other persons out of the trade. | 

In 1811, the American Pacific Fur 
Company, of whom John Jacob Astor 
was the prime mover, built Fort Astoria, 
near the mouth of the Columbia. In 
1813. during the last war, this Americar. 
company sold all its establish nts in 
Oregon to the British company —now the 
Hudson's Bay Company. In the sume 
vear, a British sloop of war entered the 
Co'umbin, and formeally took possession 
of Fort Astoria, and changed its name io 
Fort George, In 1814, vy the treaty of 
Ghent, England surrendered this Furt to 
our Government, Then it was by the 
same treaty, thet British subjects were 
granted the same rights of trade and 
tlement in Oregon as belonged to the 
citizens of this Republic, for ten years. 
'n 1827. this stipulation was indefinite! 
extended, and cannot cease to be in fo ce 
ill after twelve months notice. 

This is the manner in which the Hud- 

son's Bay Company came into Oregon. 
The va'ue of furs which are annualy 

collected in Oregon by this Company, is 
about $140.000 in the London market 

Parliament extended the jurisdiction of 
the Canadian courts over the country oc. 
cupid by these fur tradera,. whether it 
were owned or claimed by Great Britain 

Under this act, certain gentlemen of the 
Fur Company were appointed Justices, 
and empowered lo entertain prosecutions 
for minor offence—arrest and send to 
Canada criminals of a higher order; and 
reader judginent, and giant execu- 
tion 19 civil suits, aad ty imprison debtors 
in their forts and jails. 

So it is that the trade, and the civil and 
crimipal jurisdiction in Oregon, are held 
by British subjects—that American citi- 
izens are“deprived by a monopoly of 
their commercia! rights—that they are 
liable to be arrested on their own territo- 
ry by officers of British courts, tried in 
the American domain by British judges, 
and imprisoned or hung, according tothe 
laws of the British Empire. for acts done 
w:thin the territorial lunits of the Repub- 
lic.”
